It will bo saved if wo 
get busy and not waste our time in 
pessimistic, talk. It will

until it gets cold, nml the country is 
not going to wash away until it ruins. 
We can imagine all sorts of evil things 
and get a great deal of unhnppincss 
out of it, but the Giver of all that is 
good is still on the job nnd if we do 
the best we can and trust the remaind- 
er to Him, wo have done well.

WELFARE COMMISSION 


Tho public welfare commission of Log 


Angeles county wus created in Novem- 
ber, 1914, under ordinance No. 380 of 
tho board of supervisors, and consists 
of nine members appointed by tho 
board of supervisors from tho various 
districts of tho county, all of whom 
serve without compensation. 


The personnel of tho commission at 


tho present time in ae follows: presi- 
dent, Dr. John R, Huynos of I.OH An- 
geles; vice-president, Mrs. Mary M. Co- 
man of Covina; Mrs. Cora Deal Lewis 
of Los Angeles; Goorgo F. Bidwell of 
Hollywood; Mrs. Clinton N. Btorry of 
Los Angeles; Dr. Joseph G. Crawford 
of Sawtolle; Dr. Ernest J. Licklny of 
Los Angeles; Mrs. Ola Taylor of Log 
Angeles, who in acting as nssistunt sec- 
retary in charge of tho oflleo temporar- 
ily.Tho duties of the commission are to 
investigate all charities and philan- 
thropic 
institutions 
dependent 
upon 


public appeal or general solicitation 
for support. 


To encourage the formation of new 


and private charities to meet the needs 
that are not already provided for. 


To enforce such rules and regula- 


tions for tho sanitary and hygienic con- 
dition^ as may from limo to time be 
•adopted by the supervisors for the es- 
tablishment, iiminUmunc.H, conducting 
or carrying on of any institution, day 
nursery, boarding house, home or other 
place for the reception or euro of chil- 
dren, of any homo for the cure of agnd 
people, or private sunituriiii/is. 


To issue permits for such places and 


institutions and to revoke the same for 
cause in any c»s« where the provisions 
of the ordinances, or the rules of the 
hoard of supervisors are violated. 


An act of the last legislature added

If you want to get a. real sample of 


how the poastnl plain and tbo lower 
Inntns looked in the earlier dnys, go 
into Han Diego county, and take a trip 
up into tin; foothills of that country. 
You will find actual hundreds of square 
miles with no living thing crowing ex- 
cept a few tufts of sage and grouse- 
wood hero nnd there. And you will find 
tho hillsides and the 
Ionian horribly 


gashed and gullied. Tho country for 
miles in these hills mid mountains is 
worthless, not even of much value for 
sheep grazing. But there is one oasis 
in all this desert of destruction. It, is 
a small .part of the hills that has been 
naturally protected from fires. It is n 
pocket that has been allowel to live 
and thrive. And here there are lordly 
pines over hundreds of acres, and. the 
forest floor is deep and velvety wfth 
accumulated debris. 
And streams of 


pure, living water are running every- 
where—the voice of the forest is o 
voice of .content.' 


And this can be a fact over every 


foot of our Sierra Madro watershed if 
we will. It IB not a chimerical dream—
